REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . In response to office action mailed on January 4, 2007, Applicant's argument that 
the prior art of Chen ('883) does not teach a capacity located in the body and does not 
teach body extend outside of the capacity and cannot rolled continuously and further 
plurality of sensors are not located in the capacity surrounding the trackball. 

2. Claims 1-10 is allowed.
